The Algonquin was torpedoed with- 
out warning, according 
to a report 
tnade by the American consul at Ply- 
mouth. 
The consul states that all on 
board were saved. 


The Algonquin was torpedoed at 6 
o'clock on the morning of March 12. 
The submarine refused assistance, ac- 
cording to the report of the consul at 
Plymouth. 
Twenty-seven men 
have 
been landed. 


The Algonquin, owned by the Ameri- 
can Star line, sailed from New York 
for London on February 20. 


The Algonquin was torpedoed and 
Eunk on March 12, according to a ca- 
blegram received here today by the 
owners. 
Where the torpedoing took 
place was not mentioned in the mes- 
sage, which 
came 
from Penzance, 
France. 


Among the Americai'i 
citizens 
on 
board were William T. Holmes, of Chi- 
cago, mate, and Charles Schultz, of 
Brooklyn, chief engineer. 
Her own- 
ers agreed to give the officers a war 
bonus of 50 per cent, in wages and 
the crew a bonus of 25 per cent, with 
the proviso that in case the vessel was 
captured or destroyed the men were 
to be paid the bonus with their wages 
until they retui-ned 
to 
the 
United 
Btates. 


There were ten Americans, includ- 
ing the captain, on the Algonquin, the 
owners announced today. 


The Algonquin, a freighter, was one 
of the first American vessels to sail 
from the United States after Germany 
announced 
her submai-ine 
campaign 
of unrestricted warfare. 


She carried about 2,000 tons of car- 
go and was commanded by Captain 
A. Nordberg, a naturalized American 
of Norwegian birth. 


When .she left here on February 
20, her owners exjiected her to reach 
the submarine zone on March 8. It 
was assumed here today that she went 
considerably out of her course. 


The freight steamship 
Fordonian, 
also an American vessel owned by the 
American Stai" line, has arrived safe- 
ly at Genoa after circling the Medi- 
terranean for more than two weeks 
dodging submarines, according to a 
cablegram received here today by the 
line. 
The Fordonian left Tampa, Fla., 
on December 27, and had to put in at 
a West Indies port for repairs be- 
cause of an accident to her machinery.

Wednesday, A. C. Thomp- 
son, 
motorman, 
of 
Bluffton, 
was 
burned to death, and a dozen employes 
of the company suffered more or less 
serious injuries. 


Thompson, who came to the city 
Wednesday morning, was dead-head- 
ing back, and was standing beside the 
stove. 
It upset, and held him piimed 
to the wall while he roasted alive. The 
freight car was heavily loaded, chiefly 
with bakery goods, and the whole In- 
terior was a mass of flames within a 
few minutes. 
Both cars were com- 
pletely destroyed. 


Occurs on Ciine. 


Sand Point, where the wreck oc- 
curred, is Stop No. 7, on the Bluffton 
road, and there is a slight curve at the 
place. 
Owing to this the work car 
had practically stopped, and the south 
bound freight was said to have been 
running slowly. 
The cars came to- 
gether within a few feet of the green- 
house of E. E. Neuenschwander, and 
although the trucks remained on the 
rails, the bodies of the cars were tele- 
scoped about three feet and were lifted 
from the wheels. 


Conductor W. H. Kelly and Motor- 
man Roy Shields, in charge 
of 
the 
freight, succeeded in getting out of the 
wreckage before the flames had spread 
to such an extent as to block the exits, 
and although painfully hurt did what 
they could to assist the dying man in 
the train.

Bring Injured to City.

Cars Bum Rapidly. 


Twenty minutes after the crash both 
cars were blazing too fiercely to make 
any rescue work possible or to save 
any property.

1 engine house was called. ,The cars 
ai-e a total loss and none of the con- 
tents could be saved.

Giv i in Summary 


The American steamer Algonquin, 
which sailed from New York for Lon- 
don on February 20, was sunk in. thp 
blockade zone by a German subma- 
rine on March 12. The American con- 
sul at Plymouth reports she was sent 
to the bottom by shell fire without 
warning. 
All the members of the 
crew were landed. 


Another great retreat by the Ger- 
mans on the Somme front is in prog- 
ress. The consequent British advance 
has 
brought General 
Sir Douglas 
Haig's forces almost to the outskirts 
of Bapaume, the speedy fall of which 
is now counted among the probabili- 
ties. The great ridge west of the town 
is in British hands, the Germans hav- 
ing abandoned their main defensive 
system on a front of three and one- 
half miles. 


Various reasons for the movement 
are advanced. The theory that Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg's intention 
was to carry out a strategic retreat 
with the expectation of drawing the 
British into the open is held out by 
one of the principal German military 
writers, quoted in a Berlin newspaper. 
The critic calls attention to the field 
marshal's tactics at Tannenberg early 
in the war, when his army retired be- 
fore the Russians in order that room 
for strategical operations might be 
gained. 
If von Hindenburg's inten- 
tion was to disconcert the British, 
some of the French military writers 
declare, it was frustrated by the Brit- 
ish tactics. 
They give the opinion 
that the Germans beginning their re- 
treat as a strategic operation to in- 
terfere with the plans for an offensive 
were compelled to continue the move- 
ment because of the British tactics in 
following 
up the 
retreat by 
the 
methodical and 
destructive use of 
their superior artillery instead of pil- 
ing after the 
Germans with their 
cavalry, as the Germans apparently 
had expected. 


Berlin's ofiBcial report today does 
not mention the retirement in the 
Somme region. 
Its only reference to 
the operations there consists of the 
statement that the British delivered 
attacks yesterday afternoon and last 
night in the Ancre sector which were 
repulsed with heavy losses to them. 
Other fighting of a notable character 
is in progress on the Franco-Belgian 
front. Not the least significant, pos- 
sibly, is a French o2>eration in the St. 
Mihiel region, the sector of the fa- 
mous German salient, lying southeast 
of Verdun. The French in an attack 
late yesterday made an impression on 
the salient, capturing the Romainville 
farm. 
The Germans admit that one 
of their posts here was pushed back. 


The French also have held the Ger- 
mans from effecting gains in new at- 
tacks on the hotly contested positions 
near Maisons de Champagne and have 
made fresh progress themselves in 
hand grenade operations there. 


The Turks are apparently still in 
retreat up the Tigris from Bagdad. 
They announced the 
evacuation of 
that city 
indirectly in 
an official 
statement, recording a Turkish retire- 
ment from the south of Bagdad to e 
point between Bagdad and Samara, 
which latter place is about 75 miles 
northwest of the famous city just cap- 
tured by the British. On the Russian 
front the o^rations have consisted 
tuainly of raids. In Macedonia, how- 
ever, there seems to be an entente 
movement 
of some 
importance in 
progress. 
The current Berlin state- 
ment reports attacks by the French 
in the lake region west of Monastir 
and assaults on Teutonic 
positions 
northwest and north of that city. All 
the Attacks failed with considerable 
losMti it is assertsd.

day the recruiting oftice in the Fed- 
eral building is graced, by a 
callow 
j'outh who explains: 


"I want to fly an airahip 
in 
the 
navy." 


Many of the lads have come f r o m 
surrounding 
cities 
to F o r t 
W a y n e 
only to turn back home when 
they 
learn the task that would await them 
if they were to fulfill their ambition. 
Chances of becoming a naval aviator 
are smaller than the eye of a needle. 
Not one per ccnt of the tried fleet men 
are able to m a k e the place. 


Tests for aviators are the most rigid 
in the naval ser\ice. 
Perfect vision 
is first necessary. 
Applicants are gy- 
rated in a tub until their heads should 
be dizzy and 
then required to

They are whirled round and round in 
a h a m m o c k and must show no 
flurry 
of the heart.

F o r two yeans he i.s 
drilled long hours every day. 
At last 
he must make exact landings and be 
able to

"skimming" 
with a hydroplane. 
Gaging distances 
above water is most trying. 


Young men 
who had

idea that only declaration of purpose 
is necessai-y for obtaining a hydroplane 
and being allowed to whirl away ahead

EMPLOVES OF WEATHER 
BUREAU GET INCREASE 


Two employes of the local weather bu- 
reau will receive an increase of 10 per 
cent in wages after the first of June 
and the chief weather man in charge of 
the local station will receive an increase 
of 5 per cent. The increase in wages per 
month comes as the result of an act 
passed by the last congress which speci- 
fies •^hat all employes of the government 
weather bureau whose wages are less 
than $1,200 should receive an increase of 
10 per cent and those whose wages are 
between $1,200 and $1,800 should receive 
an increase of 5 per cent.

W. G. Lee, president of the Broth- 
erhood 
of 
Railroad 
Trainmen, 
was 
asked about this statement a f t e r the 
brotherhood's 
meeting 
had 
recessed, 
with an announcement that no action 
had been taken at the forenoon ses- 
sion, but that the meeting would be 
resumed 
this 
afternoon. 
Mr. 
Lee 
said he would not discuss anybody's 
interpretation 
of the 
Chicago state- 
ment. 


"It was right then and it is right 
now," he 
declared, 
"and 
I a m 
not 
going to say anything about it." 


He was asked if the present confer- 
ence looking toward 
a strike might 
not be considered a violation of the 
Chicago statement.

"We never said we were just going 
to sit still and do nothing indefinitely," 
he replied. 
"Our position has been to 
wait 11 rea.sonable time and who is to 
be the judge of what a 
reasonable 
time is. 
We have already been very 
severelj- criticized by our men for do- 
ing nothing." 


Strict Secrecy Kept. 
Strict secrecy was thrown about the 
meeting here today between chiefs of 
the brotherhood.s of railroad employes 
to discuss plans of the strike which 
may be called Saturday if the chiefs 
at the conference with the 
railroad 
managers hero fail to attain the de- 
sired results. 
The brotherhoods 
ar- 
rived here today f r o m Washington and 
went to a meeting hall where were as- 
sembled 300 of the chairmen of the 
brotherhoods of trainmen on lines en- 
tering New York and chairmen of the 
locals of the four organizations. 


Announcement was made that if any 
statement was made a.s to the action 
taken it would be given out tonight. 


Representatives of the railroad man- 
agers said today they were still with- 
out information as to the nature of 
the proposition wliicli the brotherhood 
Chiefs would submit to them and re- 
iterated 
their 
position 
that 
their 
hands were tied until the 
supreme 
court renders a decision on the con- 
stitutionality of the Adamson act. 
General Instructions Issued. 
General instructions, it was learned, 
were issued some time ago to the local 
chairmen as to their duties in case of 
a strike. 
They were informed 
they 
would be expected to supervise 
the 
prosecution of the strike in the terri- 
tory over which they have jurisdiction 
keeping in close touch with the situa- 
tion, "use every honorable effort to 
f u r t h e r the cause," and make daily re- 
ports to their general chairmen as to 
conditions. 
AVliile the chairmen were 
holding their meeting 
the 
national 
conference committee of the railroads 
was called together prepai-atory to the 
joint session with the chiefs tomor- 
row. 
While professing not to know 
w h a t the brotherhood 
chiefs 
would 
demand, railroad representatives said 
just before the conference went into

Strike Orders Issued. 
Strike orders to take effect first in the 
east on Saturday night already have

hero after Thursday's conference. 
The 
managers' committee which is handling 
the situation for the railroads will meet 
here tonight. 
Tlie managers n\aintain 
tliat tliere cannot be any compromise at 
thi.s time pending a decision by the su- 
preme court on the Adamson law.

American Ships Will Not 
Give Heed to U-Boat 
Warning Signals. 


Washington, March 14.—^Unless Ger- 
many as a nation disavows the ruth- 
less order of Jan. 31 against neutrals 
the administration made it clear yes- 
terday that armed guards on American 
merchant ships will not recognize any 
indications of friendliness or of ad- 
hei'ence to international law from Ger- 
man submeraibles encountered on the 
high seas. 


This frank declaration by the gov- 
ernment, 
following official notifica- 
tion to the nations of the world yes- 
terday tiiat all merchant craft of the 
United 
States 
venturing 
into, the 
barred zone would be armed for pro- 
tection, carried with It the conviction 
that armed guards on such vessels 
would Ignore signals 
from 
German 
submarine commanders for visit and 
search. 


Means Flro on Sigrbt. 


It means unmistakably, officials of 
the government declared, that until 
the German government notifies the 
United States of a modification of its 
pronouncement against neutrals and 
agreeing to adhere to the international 
principle of visit and search American 
gunners will shoot the moment a lurk- 
ing periscope appears. 


To remove any possible doubt that 
the United 
States proposes to put 
armed guards on merchant ships, even 
if laden with munitions of war, the 
government also made it clear that 
it is proceeding to protect life and 
pioperty from submarine attack under 
the Prussian treaty of 1785, reaffii-med 
in 1828, and recognized by Germany 
in the Frye case, which permits tlie 
carrying of contraband and munitions 
by American vessels, subject to search 
and detention, a principle which Ger- 
many disavowed in the order -of Jan- 
uary SI. 


Can't Deal Witli Seamen. 


The state department does not deny 
that officers and crews of German 
submarines have a right to board 
American merchantmen, but it takes 
the position that attempts of individ- 
ual officers to adhere to law cannot be 
recognized as long as the German 
government officially will not recede 
from the declaration of unrestricted 
submarine warfare and proclaim its 
intentions to respect the rules of the 
game.

This initial meeting ought 
to be Avell attended for it Avill mark the beginning of Avoman's political 
activity in Fort AVayne—an activity that before the summer shall 
have gone should engage the voting Avomanhood of the entire city and 
bring it into a thoroughly co-ordinated sympathy and purpose that 
relate to the civic Avelfare.

Step Nearer 
War. 


While the sinking of the American steamer Algonquin may not 
bf itself constitute sufficient provocation to a declaration of war, it 
adds ncAv gravity to a situation already critical. 
If it shall be fully 
verified that the vessel Avas sunk Avithout Avarning, there can be no 
question that it brings nearer the final step. 


Already President Wilson has ordered the arming of American 
ships to resist attack by submarine craft, and it is believed that in- 
structions to fire on sight have been given. It is but a short step from 
practice of that policy to an actual state of Avar. 


The impressive phase of the Algonquin incident is that it thor- 
oughly makes good the announced policy of the German government 
and that it comes so fast upon the heels of the president's order to 
arm as to have all the significance and force of an ansAver to that or- 
der. 
It is not difficult to see that unwarned attack and shooting on 
sight are policies that in practice become a practical Avarfare and must 
at no late day lead to formal declaration of belligerency by one side 
or the other.

The coalition program involves an 
equitable division of

assignments between the republicans 
and the democrats, and co-operation 
in the enactment of legislation of first 
importance to the republic.

probably involves the

of 
Champ Clark as speaker, which, un- 
der 
the 
circumstances, 
should

looked upon more as 
a 
compromise 
than as a democratic victory.

THE GAME OF PACIFISM.

Had 
proper 
naval 
appropriations 
been made each year during the last 
ten years the navy department would 
not be confronted by the enormous 
difficulties attendant on the efforts to 
begin the construction of the ships so 
much needed, so long delayed and in 
a burst of apprehension so liberally 
provided. 
As with Great 
Britain's 
land forces, our lack of preparedness 
is mainly attributed to the ignorant 


complacency and stupidity of pacifism. 


How well the air of superiority and 
the dreary platitudes about the, hun- 
dred years' peace along the Canadian 
borders are now recalled. 
Professors 
and near professors of all sorts and 
conditions, old women of both sexes 
and clergymen of all sects joined in the 
unholy chorus. Officers whose lives 
have been devoted to the naval and 
military services and to the study of 
the dangers threatening the country 
were held up as Spartan terrible ex- 
amples by second chop pundits, whose 
horizons had been limited by the nar- 
rowed walls of their studies and class- 
rooms. 
These experts of the 
arm- 
chair 
derided 
and 
opposed 
every 
scheme for portection, and where and 
what we are today is the direct out- 
come of the power ignorantly, but ef- 
fectively exercised by these mischiev- 
ous gentry, as the world now knows 
them to be. 


The success of the navy 
depart- 
ment's efforts to induce ship builders 
to begin and expedite the construc- 
tion of the vessels provided is still un- 
certain. 
It may be that the authority 
granted to commandeer, to apply the 
right of eminent domain may ha\'e to 
be employed—let it be hoped only as 
a last resort. 
But even with this the 
nation may have to await until 1921 
before a fairly adequate fleet is ready 
for the defense of our integrity as a 
nation.

WILL CLOSE 30,000 


SALOONS IN e R U l 


London, 
March 
14.—Thirty thou- 
sand saloons in 
Great 
Britain will 
probably be closed during the next 
few months, according to the Mail. 
The measure is proposed as a solu- 
tion of the difliculty with regard to 
the compulsory restriction of the beer 
output and brewers are stated to be 
in practical agreement with the gov- 
eiTiment in regard to the remedy.

Frank Cutshall at the Old 
National 
bank. 
He has kindly consented to be 
our custodian. 
I have 
taken 
this 
method to safeguard myself and 
to ( 
protect the public. 
Mr. Cutshall will ' 
not only receive the money, but will , 
pay all bills. 
In this way the public 
can be assured that all money given ' 
for this cause will be spent for that , 
and that only. 
This is my forerunner j 
for my soliciting, and in this I make , 
my plea to the good white citizens in | 
behalf of my struggling people. 
W e j 
do not ask you to carry us. but w e do j 
ask you to help us. 


"We believe that there ought to be 
two good colored churches in this city, 
one Methodist and one Baptist. 
We 
were in a little better condition than 
our sister church, the Baptist. There- 
fore, we 
waited 
for 
them to build. 
Now they have built and we are now 
going to build. 
Now Rev. G. Jordan, 
of the Mount Olive Baptist 
church, 
and myself, of Turner Chapel A. M. E. 
church, with our congregations, stand 
together with you to make our grow- 
ing city second to none in this great 
commonwealth."

CHINA BBEAKS OFF 
D SEIZES GERMAN 
SHIPS IN HER PORTS 


"Washington, IMarcla 14.—China has 
severed diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many. taken possession of all German 
merchant ships in Shanghai, aliout six 
in number, placed their crews on shore 
under guard and placed armed guards 
on the %-essels. 
Advices to the navy 
department today from the senior offi- 
cer in Chinese waters gave no further 
details. 


American 
Minister 
Reinsch 
at 
Peking today rei^orted to the state de- 
partment 
that 
China 
had 
severed 
diiilomiitic 
i-elations 
with 
Germany 
and that the 
German 
minister 
had 
been handed his passiiorts. 


China's severance of lelations has 
Vieen e.N!)ected here for weeks. 
The 
action of the United States in break- 
ing relations was i-eceived with acciann 
by Chinese officials and pre.ss, partic- 
ularly joung China. 
Feeling against 
(.¡t-rmany has run high, not only be- 
cause scores of Chinese on the way to 
Kurope have lost their lives through 
(lerman 
submarine 
operations, 
but 
from memory of the kaiser's order to 
his Boxer punitive force to make the 
word German dreaded in China for a 
century and the seizure by Germany 
of the whole province of Shan Tung 
for tlie murder of two missionaries. 


.May Mean War. 


Seizure of the German ships may be 
taken by Germany as an act of war, as 
in the case of Portugal. 


China's action may be followed by 
seizure of German prperty in China 
which is very extensive. 
In addition 
to all the concessions held by Ger- 
manv in Chine.se citie.s, which, it is 
l)!-e.sumed. will be seized as quasi-pub- 
l;,- property, there are extensive pri- 
vate 
Cierman 
liolfllngs 
in 
China. 
Latest figures show 
that there 
are 
about .3,000 German civilians scattered 
throughout the republic, but it is not 
known whether the> will be interned. 
China's action is expected to have far- 
reaching effect on Far Eastern history 
as it align.^ her with Japan and the 
nther entente powers. 
German trade, 
whi-h before the war had become the 
most dangerous competitor to British 


and 
Japanese 
business 
in 
China, 
amounted to about 
20 per 
cent 
of 
Japan's trade and offered a tempting 
prize for the latter. 
This phase of the 
commercial situation was widely dis- 
cussed at the Paris <>conomic confer- 
ence when 
plans to drive 
Germany 
out of the Far Eastern market were 
adopted. 


Will Be Help to Russia. 


The 
immediate 
euect 
of 
China's 
severance of relations will 
probably 
be a greatly increased output of mu- 
nitions for Russia. 
China is Japan's 
source of iron and has provided much 
of the raw material on which the lat- 
ter's immense munition trade has been 
built up. 
China aiso 
has six 
large 
arsenals which, with her mines, will 
add large l esources against Germany. 
China has a^lready .sent 100,000 coolies 
to France and Russia and can increase 
the number almost without limit. 
So 
far the men have gone under private 
auspices as laborers. 
Apparently 
as 
yet China has not committed 
herself 
to accept the allies' invitation to enter 
the war as an active participant. 


Immediately after America's sever- 
ance of relations with Germany China 
began to discu.ss similar action 
and 
during the negotiations 
the 
French 
and Belgian legations in China invited 
her on behalf of the entente to declare 
i war on Germany in return for a remis- 
' sion of the Boxer indemnity and per- 
mission to increase her customs taxes. 
Diplomatic 
sources 
in 
Washington, 
however, said 
the entente 
promised 
merely a postponement of the Boxer 
indemnity, not its remission. 


On March 4 the cabinet definitely 
voted to sever relations, but President 
U Yuan Hung refused to accede on the 
ground that such power was his alone. 
The 
cabinet 
resigned, 
withdrew 
to 
Tien Tsin and 
finally 
returned 
when 
the president agreed to break. 


On March 10 the president and his 
cabinet appeared before the house and 
asked approval of a severance of rela- 
tions, which was granted by a vote of 
431 to 87. 
The senate later agreed. 
Meanwhile the entente invitation 
to 
enter the war remaiiis in abeyance.

A l eULING MEXICO 


Washington Gets Confiden- 
tial Information Some- 
what Disturbing. 


Washington, 
March 
14.—Confiden- 
tial reports from the diplomats of a 
neutral government in Mexico, pass- 
ing through here on their way to Eu- 
rope, say the German bank in Mexico 
City and the German legation 
there 
are guiding virtually the entire 
finan- 
cial and diplomatic affairs of Mexico. 


According to these reports the ac- 
tion of Mexico in sending recently to 
the American republics a note on the 
subject of peace in Europe was direct- 
ed by officials of the German legation 
while the German ban kis said to have 
come into control of the IMexican 
finan- 
cial situation. 


It is declared that the German bank 
had accepted quantities of the paper 
issued by the Mexican government and 
that the institution appears to have at 
its disposal unlimited resources. 
From 
the tenor of the report it appears that 
a 
large quantity 
of German 
money 
has reached the Mexican government. 
The German legation is .said in the 
reports virtually to be directing every 
move of 
the 
IMexican 
government, 
both internally and externally. 
Con- 
siderable attention is given the reports 
to the new Mexican constitution which 
goes into effect Alay 1, it being de- 
clared that several of its 
provisions 
apparently were devised as means of 
assisting 
the cause of 
Germany 
in 
Mexico at the exi>ense of the interests 
of the entente allioii with the United 
States. 


Article 27 of the new constitution, 
which provides for the confiscation of 
concessions or property of foreigner.«, 
is regarded especially dangerous to the 
entente and neutrals in general. 
De- 
velopments in the near future, the re- 
ports indicate, will b directed at oust- 
ing from control of tho oil fields Amer- 
ican, British, Dutch and other inter- 
ests. 


Although it is not specifically stated 
in the reports that such is the fact, the 
diplomat forwarding them has reason 
for giving that in return for the favors 
done for the Mexican government, cer- 
tal npromlses and conditions have been 
imposed which will 
serve 
to 
bring 
about a close alliance which obviously 
could 
be 
used 
against 
the 
United 
States In event of war between 
tho 
United States and Germany. 
The re- 
ports omit all mention of the cele- 
brated Zimmerman letter to the Ger- 
m a n minister in Mexico. 
The arrival 
in Mexico of American 
Ambassador 
Fletcher 
is 
mentioned, 
the 
report, 
which was written for tho confldenti.il 
information of the diplomat'.s govern- 
ment, adding that the writer does not 
believe, in view of ttie situation, that 
the presence of the American 
repre- 
sentative wil Ibring about any change 
in the conditions.

Haig's forces almost to the outskirts 
of Bapaume, the speedy fall of which 
is now counted among the probabili- 
ties. The great ridge west of the town 
is in British hands, the Germans hav- 
ing abandoned their main defensive 
system on a front of three and one- 
half miles. 


Various reasons for the movement 


arc advanced. The theory that Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg's intention 
was to carry out a strategic retreat 
with the expectation of drawing the 
British into the open is held out by 
one of the principal German military 
writers, quoted in a Berlin newspaper. 
The critic calls attention to the field 
marshal's tactics at Tannenberg early 
in the war, when his army retired be- 
fore the Russians in order that room 
for strategical operations might be 
gained. If von Hindenburg's inten- 
tion was to disconcert the British, 
some of the French military writers 
declare, it was frustrated by the Brit- 
ish tactics. 
They give the opinion 


that the Germans beginning their re-

American Ships Will Not 


Give Heed to U-Boat 


Warning Signals. 


Washington, March 14.^—Unless Ger- 


many as a nation disavows the ruth- 
less order of Jan. 31 against neutrals 
the administration made it clear yes- 
terday that armed guards on Ainerican 
merchant ships will not recognize any 
indications of friendliness or of ad- 
herence to international law from Ger- 
man submersibles encountered on the 
high seas. 


This frank declaration by the gov- 


ernment, following official notifica- 
tion to the nations of the world yes- 
terday that all merchant craft of the 
United States venturing into 
the 


barred zone would be armed for pro- 
tection, carried with It the conviction 
that armed guards on such, vessels, 
would ignore signals from German 
submarine commanders for visit and 
search." 


. Means Fire on Sight. 


It moans unrals.tak.ably, officials of 


the government declared, that until 
the German government notifies the 
United States of a modification of its 
pronouncement against neutrals and 
agreeing to adhere to the international 
principle of visit and search American 
gunners will shoot the moment a lurk- 
ing periscope appears. 


To remove any possible doubt that 


the United States proposes to put 
armed guards on merchant ships, even 
if laden with munitions of war, the 
government also made it clear that 
it is proceeding to protect life and 
property from submarine attack under 
the Prussian treaty of 1785, reaffirmed 
in 1828, and recognized by Germany 
in the Frye case, which permits the 
carrying of contraband and munitions 
by American vessels, subject to search 
and detention, a principle which Ger- 
many disavowed in the order of Jan- 
uary 31. 


Can't Deal With Seamen. 


The state department does not deny 


that officers and craws of German 
submarines have a right to board 
American merchantmen, but It takes 
the position that attempts of individ- 
ual officers to adhere to law cannot be 
recognized, as long as the German 
government officially will not recede 
from tha declaration of unrestricted 
submarine warfare and proclaim its 
intention* to respect the ru)ea of the 
game.

New Voters Alert. 


It is of interest and importance that the women of Fort "Wayne 


are to have early awakening to their lately created status as voting 
citizens. It may be wholly gratuitous to suggest it, but the new voters 
can perform no civic task more useful and to their credit than to take 
current political questions under consideration. 


The voice of Indiana womanhood will have its first expression at 


the polls in September, when delegates to the constitutional conven- 
tion are to be elected. It was only after a stubborn contest that the 
riglit to vote in that election was established in the law giving them 
a qualified privilege as voters and the best answer their appreciation 
can make to the victory that was won for them in the legislature is 
to participate fully in the delegate elections. Two months following 
the election of delegates Ihc municipal elections will come on. The 
women in every Indiana city and town should exercise their right of 
the franchise in those flections. In no field of political activity can 
the women find opportunities so groat and immediate for promoting 
the public welfare.us in the elections for filling the offices in local gov- 
ernment. 


The Sentinel hopes to witness a general participation by Fort 


"Wayne women in both of the elections I his full. That no expectation 
of the sort is due for disappointment we feel sure. We believe the 
woman electorate of Fort Wayne will bn alert in their appreciation of 
the political rights jnst given them, and alive to the duties and op- 
portunities that arc so early to come to them. These new civic duties 
will be the better discharged if the women begin early to bestow their 
attention upon political questions. The movement for a new consti- 
tution presents numerous issues that, should enlist, their most serious 
interest and the campaign for possesion of the municipal office of the 
city brings them up facing questions whose solution one way or the 
other will touch their daily lives most intimately. 


With those matters in view we call attention of the women voters 


of Fort Wayne to a mass meeting of women to be held Thursday eve- 
ning in tho assembly room of the court liouso. This will be the launch- 
ing of a movement to secure the interest of tho now voters to the po- 
litical questions that they arc to have a part; in determining, both in 
the September and the November elections. This initial meeting ought 
to be well attended for it will mark the beginning of woman's political 
activity in Fort Wayne—an activity that before the summer shall 
hav^c gone should engage the voting womanhood of the entire city and 
bring it into a thoroughly co-ordinated sympathy and purpose that 
relate to the civic welfare. There is no purpose, we are assured, to 
turn these meetings to partisan account one way or the other. The 
meetings are designed to arouse the women of Fort Wayne to their 
rights as enfranchised citizens and to the duties of citizenship thus 
imposed upon 1h om. 


There are many questions that tlio. women voters can discuss and 


illuminate best in thoir own way in their own meetings. All who arc 
able to do so should attend tlio meeting Thnrsdav evening and have 
an active and earnest share in the movement at its beginning. 


Step Nearer 
War. 


While the sinking of the American steamer Algonquin, may not 


'of itself constitute sufficient provocation to a declaration of war, it 
adds new gravity to a situation already critical. If it shall be fully 
verified that the vessel was sunk without warning, there can be no 
question that it brings nearer the final stop. 


Already President Wilson has ordered the arming of American 


ships to resist attack by submarine craft, and it, is believed that in- 
structions to fire on sight have been given. It is but a short stop from 
practice of that policy to an actual state of war. 


The impressive phase of the Algonquin incident, is that it thor- 


oughly makes good the announced policy of the German government 
and that it comes so fast upon the heels of the president's order to 
arm as to have all the significance and force of an answer to that or- 
der. It is not difficult to see that unwarned attack and shooting on 
sight are policies that in practice become a practical warfare and must 
nt no late day lead to formal declaration of belligerency by one side 
or the other. 


No one can fail to soe how critical the situatioi^has grown within 


the past few days, nor to understand that with each government fur- 
ther pursuing the way it has chosen war is perilously near. 


So far congratulations to General Cammza upon his overwhelm- 


ing triumph at the polls have not put an embargo on the regular 
transmission of the usual invoice of wire and wireless deliveries. So 
far as known, not oven Washington has sent good wishes.

THE GAME OF PACIFISM.

Had proper naval appropriations 


been made each year during the last 
ten years the navy department would 
not be confronted by the enormous 
difficulties attendant 'on the efforts to 
begin the construction of the ships so 
much needed, so long delayed and in 
a burst of apprehension so liberally 
provided.

land forces, our lack of preparedness 
Is mainly attributed to the ignorant

Officers whose lives 
have boon devoted to tho naval and 
military services and to tho study of 
the dangers threatening the country 
wore hold up as Spartan terrible ex- 
amples by second chop pundits, whoso 
horizons had been limited by tho nar- 
rowed walls of their studies and class- 
rooms.

what wo are today is tho direct out- 
come of tho power Ignorantly, but ef- 
fectively exercised by thcso mischiev- 
ous gentry, as the world now knows 
them to be.

Help us to get good churches, with 
accommodations so as to make them 
social centers, and you have helped us 
to do the greatest thing possible to 
make good citizens of ourselves. 


"Now my plans are these: I want 


to build a church at a cost of 815,000. 
We want to raise $6,000 among our- 
selves and $10,000 from the public. 
There will be no solicitor in the field 
for this church but myself, and I will 
not receive any money. All subscrip- 
tions will be made payable to Mr. 
Frank Cutshall at the Old National 
bank- He has kindly consented to be 
our custodian. 
I have 
taken 
this 


method to safeguard myself and to 
protect the public. Mr. Cutshall will 
not only receive the money, but will 
pay all bills. In this way the public 
can be assured that all money given 
for this cause will be spent for that 
and that only. This is my forerunner 
for my soliciting, and in this I make 
my plea to the good white citizens in 
behalf of my struggling people. We 
do not ask you to carry us, but we do 
ask you to help us. 


"We believe that, there ought to bs 


two good colored churches in this city, 
one Methodist and one Baptist.

were in a little better condition than 
our sister church, the Baptist. There- 
fore, we waited for them to build. 
Now they have built and we are now 
going to build. Now Rev. G. Jordan, 
of the Mount Olive Baptist church, 
and myself, of Turner Chapel A. M.,E.

SHIPS IN HER PORT: 


Washington, March 14.—China has 


severed diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many, taken possession of all German 
merchant ships in Shanghai, about six 
in number, placed their crews on shore 
under guard and placed armed guards 
on the vessels. Advices to the navy 
department today from the senior offi- 
cer in Chinese waters gave no further 
details. 


American 
Minister 
Keinsch 
at 


Peking today reported to the state de- 
partment 
that 
China had severed 


diplomatic relations with Germany 
and that the German minister had 
been handed his passports. 


China's severance of relations has 


been expected here for weeks. 
The 


action of the United States in break- 
ing relations was received with acclaim 
liy Chinese officials and press, partic- 
ularly young China. 
Feeling against 


Germany has run high, not only be- 
en rise scores of Chinese on the way to 
Europe have lost their lives through 
German submarine 
operations, but 


from memory of the kaiser's order to 
his Boxer punitive force to make the 
word German dreaded in China for a 
century and the seizure by Germany 
of the whole province oC Shan Tung 
for the murder of two missionaries. 


May Menu War. 


Seizure of the German ships may be 


taken by Germany as an act of war, as 
In the case of Portugal. 


China's action may be followed by 


seizure of German prperty in China 
which is very extensive. In addition 
to all the concessions held by Ger- 
many in Chinese cities, which, it is 
presumed, will be seized as quasi-pub- 
lic property, there are extensive pri- 
vate 
German 
holdings 
In 
China, 


Latest figures show that there are 
about 3.000 German civilians scattered 
throughout the republic, but It Is not 
known whether the?- will be interned. 
China's action is expected to have far- 
reaching effect on Far Eastern history 
as It aligns her with Japan and the 
other entente powers. 
German trade, 


which before the war had become the 
most dangerous competitor to British 


and 
Japanese 
business 
in 
China, 


amounted to about 20 per cent of 
Japan's trade and offered a tempting 
prize for the latter. This phase of the 
commercial situation was widely dis- 
cussed at the Paris economic confer- 
ence when plans to drive Germany 
out of the Far Eastern market were 
adopted. 


Will Be Help to Russia. 


The immediate effect of China's 


severance of relations will probably 
be a greatly increased output of mu- 
nitions for Russia. 
China is Japan's 


source of iron and has provided much 
of the raw material on which the lat- 
ter's immense munition trade has been 
built up. 
China a*so has six large 


arsenals which, with her mines, will 
add large resources against Germany. 
China has already sent 100.000 coolies 
to France and Russia and can increase 
the number almost without limit. So 
far the men have gone under private 
auspices as laborers. 
Apparently as 


yet China has not committed herself 
to accept the allies' invitation to enter 
the war as an active participant. 


Immediately after America's sever- 


ance of relations with Germany China, 
began to discuss similar action and 
during the negotiations the 
French 


and Belgian legations in China invited 
her on behalf of the entente to declare 
war on Germany in return for a remis- 
sion of the Boxer Indemnity and per- 
mission to increase her customs taxes. 
Diplomatic sources in 
Washington, 


however, said the entente promised 
merely a postponement of the Boxer 
indemnity, not its remission. 


On March 4 the cabinet definitely 


voted to sever relations, but president 
LI Tuan Hung refused to accede on the 
ground that such power was his alone. 
The cabinet resigned, withdrew to 
Tien Tsln and finally returned when 
the president agreed to break. 


.On March 10 the president and his 


cabinet appeared before the house and 
asked approval of a severance of rela- 
| tlftns, which was granted by a vote of 
431 to 87. The senate later agreed. 
Meanwhile the entente invitation to 


i enter the war rcmahis In abeyance.

The state has attempted to show that 
Dr. Goheen used four tablets contain- 
ing hysocine, morphine and cactlne 
In an injection which he administered 
at the time of the operation for the 
removal of the twins" tonsils. Dr. Go- 
heen testified that he had used only 
one of the tablets and had sold tho 
others to a woman in Fort Wayne 
whose name he could not remember. 
The coroner claimed that the doctor 
had told him the tablets had been 
given a woman residing near Pleasant 
Lake. 


Used Too Much Is Alleged. 


The state has introduced av number 


of witnesses In an effort to show that 
Dr. Gohecn, in performing the opera- 
tion on the two children, used too 
much of the drug he is alleged to have 
administered, namely, morphine, hy- 
socin and cactine. 


Evidence has been introduced seek- 


ing to show that Dr. Goheen, had a 
certain quantity of this medicine, and 
iliut portions of it was not used in 
other cases he recited in an effort to 
account for the distribution of the 
medicine that had been in his posses- 
sion and which he is alleged to have 
purchased on the day the operations 
were performed. 


The state's attorneys are seeking to 


convince the jury that his conduct of 
the cases of the 
Ulmer children 


amounted to a criminal use of the drug 
to the extent of substantiating 
the 


charge of involuntary manslaughter. 


The case on trial now has to do with 


the death of Paul Ulmer, one of the 
twins.

Washington Gets Confiden- 


tial Information Some- 


what Disturbing. 


"Washington, March 14.—Confiden- 


tial reports from tho diplomats of a 
neutral government in Mexico, pass- 
Ing through here on their way to Eu- 
rope, say the German bank in Mexico 
City and the German legation there 
are guiding virtually tho entire finan- 
cial and diplomatic affairs of Mexico. 


According to these reports tho ac- 


tion of Mexico In sending recently to 
the American republics a note on the 
subject of peace in Europe was direct- 
ed by officials of the German legation 
while tho German ban kis said to have 
come into control of tiic Mexican finan- 
cial situation. 


It is declared that the German bank 


had accepted quantities of the paper 
issued by tho Mexican government and 
that the Institution appears to have at 
Its disposal unlimited resources. From 
the tenor of the report it appears that 
a large quantity of German money 
has reached the Mexican government. 
The German legation is said in the 
reports virtually to be directing every 
move of the 
Mexican government, 


both internally and externally. Con- 
siderable attention is given the reports 
to the new Mexican constitution which 
goes into effect May 1, it being de- 
clared that several of its provisions 
apparently were devised as means of 
assisting 
the cause of 
Germany in 


Mexico at the expense of the interests 
of tho entente allies with the United 
States. 


Article 27 of the new constitution, 


which provides for the confiscation of 
concessions or property of foreigners, 
is regarded especially dangerous to the 
entente and neutrals in general. De- 
velopments in the near future, the re- 
ports indicate, will h directed at oust- 
ing from control of tho oil fields Amer- 
ican, British, Dutch and other inter- 
ests. 


Although it is not specifically stated 


in the reports that such is the fact, the 
diplomat forwarding them has reason 
for giving that in return for the favors 
done for the Mexican government, cer- 
tai npromises and conditions have berm 
imposed which will serve to bring 
about a close alliance which obviously 
could be used against the United 
States in event of war between the 
United States and Germany. The re- 
ports omit all mention of the cele- 
brated Zimmerman letter to the Ger- 
man minister in Mexico. The arrival 
in Mexico of American Ambassador 
Fletcher is mentioned, the report, 
which was written for the confidential 
information of the diplomat's govern- 
ment, adding that the writer does not 
believe, in view of U»e situation, that 
the presence of the American repre- 
sentative wil Ibring about any change 
in the conditions.

New York, March 14.—Report* re- 


ceived 
in this 
country yesterday 


showed that the conspirators who 
sought the overthrow of the present 
government of Cuba and the assas- 
sination of President Menocal came 
very near ^catching the president off 
guard. 


Menocal, when first warned that 


trouble was brewing, refused to take 
the warnings seriously. 


The responsible officials 
of 
the 


Cuban government alive to the peril 
were Diaz Abertinl, director general 
of the department of Justice, and 
General Sanchez Agramonte, chief of 
police In Havana. 
Their eyes w*re 


opened when, about two months ago, 
several oil drums, such as are used 
by the Germans to refuel submarines 
in the Mediterranean, were washed 
ashore near the little seaport of 
Bahia Honda, about fifty-five miles 
from Havana and 120 miles off the 
coast of Florida. 
An investigation 


disclosed that an effort was being 
made to establish a, submarine base 
near Bahia Honda, than which spot 
there is, in the opinion of American 
naval officers, none better for the 
purpose in the West Indies. 


Interned Germans Busy. 


About this same time General Agra- 


monte and Senor Albertlni received 
Information that members of the 
crew of the Interned liner Bavaria, 
which at the beginning of thetwwar 
sought refuge 
In Havana harbor, 


were making mysterious trips out of 
Havana and into the surrounding 
country. The same jnformation came 
to President Menocal's private secre- 
tary. 


One week ago several liberal mem- 


bers were arrested as principals in the 
revolutionary plot, and among these 
men was Dr. Luis Octavlq_ Dlvinl, 
leader of the liberal party, in whose 
house the Cuban secret service agents 
found proclamations printed in Span- 
ish and ready to be distributed among 
the soldiers of the rebel forces. In 
these proclamations it was announced 
that Germany was the friend of the 
rebels and "has promised to help us."

$1,000,000 ball the government took 
steps to sequestrate his property in 
various parts of the island, and offl- 
cial» were surprised when it was 
found that Gomeji, just before the 
rebellion got under way, had trans- 
ferred all of the property to a wealthy 
German subject,

on the 


Island. 


The von Igel papers, seized when 


the office of. the attache of the Ger- 
man embassy was raided by secret 
service agents last year, disclose the 
names of several hundred persons 
who were implicated 
in the plot 


hatched In New York to Instigate re- 
bellion against British rule In India. 

In 
all parts of the United States, in Ha- 
waii, the Philippines, Japan, China 
and India.
